into English by friends. Owing to the 
inclemency of the weather, the meet 
ing was postponed until the following 
Saturday. Your scribe was officially 

informed that th" said society was 
formally organized, tiud had nine 
members, mostly German mutes.

The deceased was llie same Mr. 
llaiirey. one of the tirsl. promoters of 
ibc above society. Contrary to the 

theories of the papers, Mr. Sibilisky 
emphatically denied the assertion of 

suicide. His theory was that lie was 
with the deceased spending the New 
Y^ear eve. Finally limy went into a 
restaurant, where tbej i remaine 

some time. Mr. suddenly 

disappeared. Mr. Sibilisky searched 
for linn, but soon he gave up his 
search, believing that the deceased 

gone home. To his great honor, Mr. 
Ilaurcy was brougbt home dead. 
Finding that his overcoat and watch 
were missing, he thought the deceas- 
ed must have been robbed and then 
pushed overboard in the river. Ac- 
cording to the Coroner's inquest, the 
cd was found in the water with 
his hands up, grasping the heam of 
the wharf so as lo keep Ins head above 

the water. A policeman immediate 
ly brought him out and a doctor was 
summoned, but Mr. Hanrey died just 
after I he doctor's arrival. There was 
a strong proof in the deceased man's 
appearance to indicate thai he must 
have si niggled very hard for life, 
while grasping the beam with his 
bands up so as to hold his head above 
the water. The police are wa toll ing 
for the unknown parly or parties who 
did the murderous act. Mr. llauiey. 
n is said, was n very well educated 
innl.e. He left a widow and a \cry 
bright young boy.
